Adminiftrator of the Electorate of 
varia, is fhortly expected at Donawert 
from Munich, to receive Homage of that 
Town in the Name of his Imperial 

Majefty. The imperialifts raife very great Contri- 
butions in Bavaria and the upper-Palatinate, which 
will bring confiderable Sums of Money into the 
Emperor’s Coffers, for the Charge of the War. 
It being difcover’d that the Enemy ufe their beft En- 
deavours underhand to excite a new Infurrection in 
Bavaria, the Emperor has fent Order for difarming 
all the Peafants; and accordingly they have becn 
{fammon’d co carry in their Arms, either to Municb, 
Ingolftad, Straubingen, or Burghaufen, 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 4. 

Munich, ¥eb. 25. This Electorace is charg’d 
with a new Tax of 50000 Rations, at 5 Rixdollars 
each ; for maintaining the Imperial Troops that are 
in it. The Magiftrates of Burghaufen are difplac’d, 
and Count Harword is made Adminiftrator of that 
Town. Procefs is making out againft the Perfons 
chiefly concern’d in the late Revolt. *

' Ratisbon, Feb. 22. The Perfons who have the Ad- 
miniftration of the Government. of Bavaria for the 
Emperor, have laid a Tax of 50000 Rations on the 
Eftates of that Country ; and the Inhabitants being 
in no Condition to pay that Tax, a new Commoti- 
on may be apprehended in Cafe the Imperialifts at- 
tempt to extort it from them by Military Execution. 
A great Number of Men in Bavaria, not knowing to 
what to betake themfelves at prefent for a Liveli- 
hood, the Imperialifts endeavour to get them to take 
on in their Service.
